County Council Meetings 


Vulcan County Councillors held 
municipal, school and county meet¬ 
ings last week, and transacted 
mostly routine business. 

At the school meeting held in 
the forenoon, the committee in¬ 
terviewed the representative of 
the A.T.A. in respect to salaries 
for two teachers whose qualifica¬ 
tions have not been clearly de¬ 
fined. 

Authorization was given to build 
a small addition to the Vulcan 
High School for the purpose of 
storing Industrial Arts projects. It 
is expected that the work on this 
building will commence immedi¬ 
ately. 

The school committee granted 
two bursaries for teacher training 
from applicants in the Carmangay 
area, and approved the purchase 
of a tape recorder for the Carman- 
gay school as well as a radio and 
record player.

At the County Council meeting, 
an application from the B.A. Oil 
Co., for approval of the erection 
of a service station and coffee shop 
on the N.W. corner of Section 34- 
18-26-4, adjacent to Highway No. 
23 north of Brant, was approved. 

Applications for approval to sub¬ 
divisions on part of the N.W. 5-17- 
24-4 adjacent to the Town of Vul¬ 
can and the N.E. 6-15-23-4 adja¬ 
cent to the village of Champion, 
were not approved pending the re¬ 
ceipt of more information. 

Councillors passed a number of 
by-laws authroizing the sale of 
certain lands to the Manager of 
the Bow River Development, in 
accordance with the agreement 
with the Provincial Government. 

A motion was passed to discon¬ 
tinue gravelling operations for the 
present. It was understood that at 
a later council meeting arrange¬ 
ments could be continued to do 
some gravelling under the Winter 
Works Program. 

A motion was also passed to per¬ 
mit the grading crew to finish 
grading two miles of road south of 
the hamlet of Brant.

Policy Is Suggested 

Consider Dress Standards 
For High School Pupils 

Currently being studied and con- — 11 — 1 —- 

sidered by the County of Vulcan 
School Committee is a proposal 
submitted by the County of Vulcan 
Principals Association recommend¬ 
ing that a definite policy concern¬ 
ing standards of dress for pupils 
in the County high schools be 
adopted. 

The proposed policy is designed 
to conform with the Revised 
General Regulations of the De¬ 
partment of Education, which 
state, in part, that "Every pupil 
registered in any school shall be 
required ... to be clean and tidy 
in person and clothes . . .’’ and is 
based to a large exttnt on regula¬ 
tions which are in effect at city 
high schools.

iue fuobwiitg j-JXsons are ad¬ 
vanced by the Principals Associa¬ 
tion in support of their recommen¬ 
dation that a definite policy on 
standards of dress in County high 
schools be adopted. 

(a) Fads in dress, unreasonable 
hair cuts, etc., become a "uniform” 
which binds together groups of 
students who do not have a pro¬ 
per attitude toward the school and 
what the school is trying to ac¬ 
complish. 

(b) Training in what is accept¬ 
able form of dress is part of the 
task of schools in preparing stu¬ 
dents for jobs aftar High School 
or for entering other educational 
institutions. 

(e) Sloppy forms of dress lower 
the tone of a school; it becomes a 
place for loafing rather than for 
learning. 

(d) Long hair cuts are undesir¬ 
able from the standpoint of clean¬ 
liness and also because of the hin¬ 
drance in athletic activities. Some 
boys become pre-occupied with 
combing their hair or with trying 
to keep it in place. 

<e) There is an improvement in 
discipline on the part of girls if 
they dress as girls. Neat forms of 
dress also tend to improve disci¬ 
pline on the part of boys. 

(f) It has been observed that 
those students who are neat and 
reasonable in their dress are also 
the ones who are doing good work. 

There may not be a cause-effect 
relationship here, but the two do 
seem to go together. 

(g) Some students do not realize 
that it is a privilege for them to 
be able to attend High School. Ro- 
quring them to meet certain stand¬ 
ards of dress might help them to 
adopt a better atiude toward our 
schools.

New Farm Credit 
Act Proclaimed 

Canada's new Farm Credit Act 
passed by Parliament during the 
last session, went into effect Mon¬ 
day, Oct. 5, the Hon. Douglas S. 
Harkneas, minister of" agriculture 
announced. i 

The Act succeeded the Canadian 
Farm Loan Act, and all assets and 
responsibilities of the Canadian 
Farm Loan Board will be taken 
over by the new Farm Credit Cor¬ 
poration. 

Four members of the five- 
member corporation have been 
named by the Governor in Council. 
These are: T. J. Rutherford, chair¬ 
man, who will vacate his present 
position as director, Soldier Settle¬ 
ment and Veteran’s Land Act; 
Lucien Lalondc, deputy minister, 
department of veterans affairs; A. 
S. Abell, director, federal- 
provincial relations, department of 
finance, and acting commissioner, 
Canadian Farm Loan Board; A. 
H. Turner, Economics division, de¬ 
partment of agriculture, and vice- 
chairman, Agricultural Stabiliza¬ 
tion Board. 

Messrs. Rutherford, Abell and 
Turner were' the members of an 
inter-departmental committee that 
made an exhaustive study of the 
farm credit situation and reported 
to the Government prior to the 
drafting of the Farm Credit Act.

Under the new farm credit sys¬ 
tem, up to $20,000 in loans will be 
made available instead of the pre¬ 
vious maximum of $15,000, for the 
purchase of a farm or farm im¬ 
provement Interest on the loans 
has been fixed at five per cent to 
make it more equitable to bor¬ 
rowers than a fluctuating rate. 

Further, provisions are now 
more flexible. For example, a loan 
can be based on 75 per cent of the 
appraised value of the farm in-

stead of 65 per cent. 

Tailored to meet the needs of 
the younger farmer, a new type 
of assistance — the supervised 
loan — can be made to applicants 
between 21 and 45 years, to allow 
them to set up an economical farm 
unit This type of loan may be as 
high a& 75 per cent of the apprais¬ 
ed value of the farm and chattels, 
but may not exceed $27,500.

FALL TILLAGE PROFITABLE 

Years of studying different tillage 
practices on Experimental Farms 
and Illustration Stations of the 
Canada Department of Agriculture 
in the Prairie Provinces have shown 
that crop production can be increas¬ 
ed through the use of fall tillage 
practices. 

Increased Yields. The results of 
exiieriments made at the Experimen¬ 
tal Farm, Brandon, Manitoba, with 
fall tillage practices on stubble land 
containing combine straw, show that 
fall tillage increased yields appre¬ 
ciably. The three-year average yields 
in a fallow, wheat, wheat rotation 
were as follows: Fall tillage — 236 
bushels per acre; no fall tillage — 
18.5 bushels per acre. Little differ¬ 
ence was found in the effectiveness 
of fall tillage when the following 
implements were conqwred — the 
moldlioard plow, the oneway disc, 
and the heavy duty cultivator with 
wide shovels. 

Other Benefits. The Manitoba ex¬ 
periments showed that, preceding 
the fallow year, after harvest tillage 
with a heavy duty cultivator equip¬ 
ped with shovels, or with a oneway, 
is an effective way of controlling 
weeds, particularly perennials. Fall 
tillage also reduced the total num¬ 
ber of cultivations needed in the fal¬ 
low year, thereby helping to main¬ 
tain a more effective trash cover 
and reducing the possibility of soil 
erosion by wind and water. 

On Thistle Control. Infestations 
of (Canada Thistle and Perennal Sow 
Thistle in cropped fields can be 
reduced by spraying with 2,4-D 
Ester at the rate of % to 1 pound 
per acre as soon as the crop is re¬ 
moved. For best results, however, 
this operation should be followed, 
two or three weeks later, by cultiva¬ 
tion of the field. The following year 
a k;rain crop should be sprayed, 
when in the 3- to 4-leaf stage, at 
the rate of 9 ounces of 2,4-D Ester 
per acre. This method, which com¬ 
bines fall cultivation and the use of 
chemicals, is an effective, practical 
means of eradicating field-scale 
thistle infestations.
